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Religion 1n Dejected and Ill- 
humour*d Looks, putting on 
an unſociable Eace, and de- 
claiming againſt the Innocent 
Entertainments of Life, with 
as much ſharpneſs as they 
could beſtow npon the great-_ 
eſt Crimes. This generally is 
only a Vizard, there 1s ſel- ' 
dom any-thing real init.

Relig7or 
ſhould be ſo, which 1s- the 
beſt of. things. In the 
' mean time it may be ſaid 
with truth, That this ſarly

haps done little leſs hurt in 
the World, by frighting, than 
the molt (candalous Examples 
have done by infeCting it. 
Y. Having 
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Having told you, in theſe 
few Inſtances, to which ma- 
ny more might have been 
- added, what 1s not trne Re- 
ligion ;, 1t 1s time to deſcribe 
to yon; what is ſo. The or- 
dinary Definitions are no 
more like 1t, than the eom- 
. mon Sign-poſts are like the 
Princes they would repreſent ;, 
the unskilful Dawbers 1n all A- 
* ges have generally laid on 
fach ill Colowrs.and drawn ſuch 
harſh”Lizes, that the Beauty 
of it 1s not eaſily to be dil- 
coverd : They have put in 
all the forbidding Features. 
that can be thought of';. and 
in the firſt place, have made 
it an irreconcileable Enemy 
to Nature 5 when, in reality, 
they are not only Fon, 
-put 
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but Twins, born together at 
the ſame time ; and it 1s do- 
ing violence to them both, 
to. go 7Hout to. have them 
ſeparated. Nothing 1s o- 
kind and fo inviting as true 
and ſophiſticated Religion : 
In ſtead of impoſing unne- 
ceflary Burdens upon our 
Nature ,, it eafſeth} us of the 
greater weight of our Paſſz- 
ons and Miſtakes : In ſtead 
of ſubduing us with Rigorr, 
it redeemeth us from the Sla- 
very Wwe are tn too our ſelves, 
who are the moſt ſevere Ma- 
fters, whilſt we are: under:

The Conſaderation 
ſo great a Truſt muſt give 
you , maketh full amends;

ly fail to reſtrain the Seve-

Eſteem of a good one, This

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Prudence ought to' reſtrain 
her 3; ſince ſuch an undecent 
 Cotnplaint makesa Wife much 
more ridiculous, than the In- 
jury that provoketh her to 
it. But it is yet worſe, and 
more unskilful, to blaze it 
in. the World, - expecting it 
ſhould riſe up in Arms to take 
her .part : Whereas ſhe will 
find, it can have no other 
Effe&, than that ſhe will be 
ſerved up in all Companies, 
as the. reigning Feaſt at that 
time 3 and will continue to 
be the common Entertain- 
ment ,. till ſhe is reſcn'd by 
ſome zewer Folly that cometh 
upcn the Stage, and driveth 
her away from 1t. The Im- 
pertinence of ſuch Methods 
is fo plain, that it doth not 
deſerve 
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deſerve the Pains of being 
laid open. Be aſlurd , that 
in theſe Caſes your Diſcretion 
and Szlence will be the moſg 
prevailing Reproef 5 and an 
affeFed Ignorance, which is ſel- 
dom a Vertue, is a great one 
here : And when your Hyſ- 
band ſeeth how unwilling 
you are to be uneaſfie, there 
1s no ſtronger Argument to 
perſwade him not to be unjuſt 
to you. Beſides, it will na- 
turally make him more yzeld- 
. ing1n other things: And whe- 
ther it be to cover or redeem 
his Offence, you may have the 
go0d Effect of it whilſt it 
laſteth, and all that while 
have the moſt reaſonable 
Ground that can be, of preſu- 

mAnng, ſuch a Behaviour at

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laft will intirely convert him. 
There is nothing ſo glorious to 
2 Wife, asa Victory ſo gain'd :

ealie tc every one in particu- 
lar who 4s to ſuffer by the 
Effects of it : So that in the 
firſt place, it will be nonew 
thing if you ſhould have a 
Drunkard for your Husband ;, 
and there is by too frequent 
Examples evidence enough, 
that ſuch a thing may happen, 
and yet a Wife may live too 
without being miſerable. 
Self-love diftateth aggravating 
words to every thing we 
feel  Ruine and Myſery are 
the Terms we apply to 
whatever we do not like, 
forgetting the Mixture allot- 
ted to us by the Condition of 
Humane Lite, by which it ss 
not intended we ſhould be 
quite exempt from trouble. 
It is fair, if we can eſcape 
ſuch 
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ſuch a Degree of it as would 
oppreſs us, and enjoy ſo much 
of the pleaſant part as may 
leſſen the ill taſte of ſuch 
things as are unwelcome to 
us. Every thing hath two 
Sides, and for our own eaſe 
we ought to dire our 
Thoughts to that which muſt 
be leaſt hable to exception. 
To fall upon the worſt fide 
of a-Drunkard , giveth ſo. 
unpleaſant a Proſpe& , that 
it 1s not poſhible to. dwell 
upon-it. Let us paſs then 
to the more favorrable part, 
as far as a Wife is concern'd in 
it. Iam tempted to ſay (if

they are rightly applied; The 
Faults =T Paſſion; of Huſ- 
bends bring them down to 
yon, and make them con- 
tent to live upon leſs une- 
qual Terms, than Fabultleſs 
Men would be willing to 
to 3 ſo-hanghty is Man-- 
kind till humbled by. com- 
mon Weaknefles and Defects, 
which in our corrupted State 
contribute more towards the 
reconciling us to one ano- 
ther,. than all the Precepts 
of the Philoſophers and Di- 
vines; ſo that where the 
Errors of our Nature make 
amends. 
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amends for the Diſadvantages 
of yours, it 15 more your part 
to make uſe of the Benefits, 
than to quarrel at the Fax/t. 
Thus in caſe a drunken 
Husbanrd ſhould fall to your 
ſhare, if you will be wiſe 
and patient, his Wine ſhall 
be ,of your fides itt will 
throw a Veil over your Mi- 
ſtakes, it will ſet out and im- 
rove every thing you do, 
t he is pleaſed with.

blance of Inclinations being 
thought none of the leaſt 
Inducements to - Friendſhip, 
you will be looked upon at 
leaſt as a well-wiſher if not a 
. Partner with her in her Faults: 
If you can forgive them in an- 
other, 1t may be preſumed you 
will not be leſs gentle to your 
felf 3 and therefore you muſt 
not take it ill, if you are rec- 
koned a Crowpiere, - and con-

fame by their ſingle Authority,

Fileth-to ſeek Revenge; and 
if we may meaſure a Fault by 
the greatneſs of the Penalty, 
there are few of a higher 
fize than Vanity, -as there is 
ſcarce a Puniſhment which 
can be heavier than that of 
being laughed at. Vanity ma- 
keth-a Woman ' tainted with 
it, ſo top-ful of her ſelf, that 
ſhe ſpilleth it upon the Com 
pany 3 and becauſe her own. 
thoughts are intirely imploy- 
ed in Self Contemplation 3 ſhe 
endeavoureth, by a cruel Mi- 
ſtake, to confine her Acquain- 
tance to the ſame narrow Cir- 
. cle of that which only con- 
cerneth her Ladiſhip, forget- 
ting that ſhe is not of half that 
Importance to the World, = 

E 
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ſhe 1s to her ſelf, ſo miſtaken 
{he is in her Value, by being 
her own Appraiſer 3-ſhe will 
fetch ſuch a Compaſs in Dil- 
courſe to bring in her beloved 
Self, and rather than fail, her 
fine Petty-Coat, that there 
can hardly be a better Scene 
than ſuch a Tryal of ridicu- 
lous Ingenuity : It-isa Pleaſure 
to ſee her Angle for Commen- 
dation, and riſe fo diſſatisfied 
with the Il|-bred Company, if 
. they will not bite. To obſerve 
her throwing her Eyes about 
to fetch in Priſoners, and go

On the other ſide, if incoura- 
ged by a Civil Word, ſhe is fo 
obliging, that ſhe will give 
thanks for being laughed atan 
good Language : She taketh

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a Complement for a Demonſtra- 
tion, and ſetteth it up as an 
Emzidence ,® even againſt her 
Looking-Glafs ; but the good 
Lady being all this while in a 
moſt profound Tgnorance of 
ber &lf, forgetteth that Men 
would not. let her talk upon 
them, and throw fo. many 
ſenceleſs words at their heads, 
if they did not intend to put 
her Perſon to Fine and Ran- 
ſore for her [mpertinence. 
Good words of any other La- 
dy, are ſo many Stones thrown 
at her, (he can by no means 
bear them, they make her ſo 
uneaſie, that fhe cannot keep 
her Seat; but up ſhe riſeth, 
and. goeth home half burſt 
with Azger and Strait-Lacing; 
if by great chance ſhe faith

it, ſhe expeReth ſuch an Ex- 
| ceſlive rate of Commend ons, 
that to her thinxing the Com- 
pany ever riſeth in her Debt 3 
ſhe looketh upon Ryxles as 
things made for the common 
People, and not for Perſons 
of her R2zk; and this Opini- 
on ſometimes provokes her to 
Extend her Prerogative to the 
diſpencing with the Com- 
mandments : If by great For- 
tune ſhe happeneth, in ſpite of 
her Vanity, to be honeſt, ſhe 
is ſo troubleſome with it, that 
as far as in her lieth, ſhe ma- 
 keth a ſcurvy thing of it 3 her

that affeFed Eaſineſs, that her 
Frowns could not be by ma- 
ny degrees ſo forbidding, 
When ſhe would appear un- 
reaſonably humble, one .may 
ſee ſhe is ſo exceſſively prond, 
that there is no enduring it, 
There 1s fuch an 7mpertinent 
Smile, fach a. ſatisfied Simper,

Privilege of good Tack in 
another, or preſuming, with- 
out ſufficient reaſon, upon her 
own, Her Diſcourſe 1s a ſenſ- 
leſs Chime of empty Words, a 
heap of Complements ſo equal- 
ly applied to differing Per- 
,  Jons, that they are neither va- 
lu'd nor believd. Her Eyes 
keep pace with - her Tongue, 
and are therefore always in 
motion ; one may-diſcern that 
they. generally incline to the 
compaſſionate fide, and *that, 
notwithſtanding her pretence 
to Vertue, ſhe is gentle to di- 


ſtreſſed 
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ſtreſſed Lovers, and Ladies 
that are merciful, She will 
repeat the gender part of a 
Play fo feelingly, that the 
Company may gueſs, without 
Injuſtice, ſhe was not altoge- 
ther a diſentereſſed SpeFator.

It is an 

atbiguous Word one kind 

of it 1s as much a YVertze, as 

the .other is a Vice : But we 

are naturally ſo apt to .chuſe 

the worſt, that 1t 1s become 

dangerous to commend the 

beſt ſide of it. A Woman 

is not to be proud of her 

fine Gown 3 nor when ſhe 

hath leſs Wit than her Newgh- 

bours, to comfort her ſclf 

that 
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that ſhe hath more Lace; 
Some Ladies put ſo much 
weight upon Ornaments, that 
if one could ſee into their 
' Hearts, it would be found, 
that even the Thoughts of 
Death are made lefs heavy to 
them by the Contemplation 
of their being laid ont in State, 
and honourably attended to the 
Grave, One may come a 
good deal ſhort of ſuch an 
Extream, and yet ſtill be ſaf- 
ficiently Impertinent, by ſer- 
ting a wrong Value upon 
things which ought to be 
uſed with more indifference. 
A Lady muſt not appear ſol- 
licitons to ingroſs Reſpe# to 
her ſelf, but be content with 
a reaſonable D#ſitribution, and 
allow it to others, -that ſhe

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may have it returned to her. 

She is not to be troubleſomly 
ice, nor diſtinguiſh her ſelf 
by being too delicate, as if or- 
dinary things were too courſe 
for her; this is an #nmanner- 
ly and offenſfve Pride, and 
where it 1s praQtiſed, deſer- 
veth to be mortified, of 
which it ſeldom faileth. She

It will be confefled, 
there are frequent Temptations 
given by pert- Upſtarts to be 
angry; and 'by that to have 
our Judgment corrupted 1n 
theſe Caſes; but they are to. 
be reſiſted , and the utmoſt _ 
that 15 to be allowed, is, when .

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forget themſclves, fo as either 
to brag of their weak fe, or 
- to endeavour to hide their 
Meanneſs by their Inſolence:; 
to..cure them by a little fea- 
fonable Railery, a little 
Sharpneſs well placed, with- 
out dwelling too . long npon 
tt, Thefe and many other 
kinds of Pride are to- be a- 
voided. That which 1s to 
be recommended to you, Is, 
-an Emnlation to raiſe your ſelt 
to a Charaer, by which you 
may be diſtinguiſhed, an Fa- 

ernels for precedence in 

ertue, and all ſuch” other 
_ as may gat you a grea- 
ter ſhare 1n the good Opinion 
of the World. Eſteem to Ven- 
tre 1s hike a cherihhing Air to- 
Plants and Flowers, which 
maketh 
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maketh them blow and proſ- 
'per3 and for that reaſon it 
may be allowed to be in fome 
degree the Carſe as well as the 
Reward of it. That Pride 
which leadeth to a good End, 
cannot be a Vice, ſince it 1s 
the Deimng of a Vertue; and 
to- be pleaſed with juſt- Ap- 
plauſe, is ſo far from being a 
Fault , that it would be an 
ill Symptom 1m a Woman, who 
ſhould not place the greateft 
part of her Savisfatron 1n it. 
Humility is no donbt a great 
Vertne ; but 1t ceafeth to be ſo, 
when tt 1s afraid to ſcorn an 
ill thing. Againſt Vice and

to a Puppit-Play or a Monſter ; 
the Spring that bringeth out 
Flies, and Fools maketh them 
Inhabitants 
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Inhabitants in Hide-Park ; in 
the Winter they are an Incum- 
brance to the Play-Houſe, and 
the Ballaſt of the Drawing- 
Room ; the Streets all this 
while are ſo weary of theſe 
_ daily Faces, that Mens Eyes 
are over-laid with them ; the 
feht isglutted with tine things 
as the Stomach with ſweet 
ones; and when a fair Lady 
will give too much of herſelf 
to the World, ſhe groweth 
laſhions, and oppreſleth in- 
ftead of pleaſing. 

Theſe Folly Ladies do fo 
continually ſeek Dizverſor, 
that in a little time they grow 
into. a Feaſt, yet are unwilling

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* give Occafpon to the World 
to ask ſpiteful Gmneſmions, 
bow you dare venture to 
Joſe, and what means you 
have to pay ſuch great ſums, 
It you pay exaGly, it wall 
be enquired from - whence 
the movey cometh's if you:
